WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


: J. W. Fulbright is pressing his 
demand for the top secret text 
of a u.S. military agreement 
with Thailand-and he thinks 
embarrassment at the Pentagon 
may pry it loose. 


The joint chiefs of staff or- 


dered three military officers to 
brief the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee today on terms 
of the five-year-old agreement. 


But Fulbright, the committee 


chairman, already has declared 
that an unacceptable substitute 
for a look at the exact terras of 
the document, described as a 
contingency plan. 


The Arkansas Democrat said 


in an interview he hopes the 
joint chiefs will send along a 
copy of the document, so the 
committee can examine it in 
closed-door session. 


"They won't let us have it," 


he said. "The excuse is that 
somebody will make a copy of 
it." 


Lt. Gen. Richard Spilwell, 


Brig. Gen. Jacob Glick and Col. 
Franklin T. Garrett were to 
brief the Senate panel. 
- ^Fulbrig* -^said " Friday 'the 
agreement provides "in certain 
circumstances for the commit- 
ment of substantial numbers of 
American troops to Thailand." 


Fulbright charged the agree- 


ment goes beyond the terms of 
the Southeast Asia Treaty Or- 
ganization in committing the 
United States to the defense of 
Thailand. 


Sources at the State Depart- 


ment said, however, that the 
agreement would not be trig- 
gered unless the United States 
made a national decision to in- 
tervene in Thailand. That is in 
keeping with the SEATO agree- 
ment. 


Fulbright said there is no way

"Our only recourse Is to talk 


about it and perhaps embarrass

of greatly expanding its services 
to residents of Hempstead, Ho\v« 
afd, Lafayette and Nevada coun« 
ties, teddy Jones, manager of 
the Hope ESD office, announced 
today. 


The four "County area is the 


first in Arkansas to begin the 
expanded operation, which will 
take the ESD to the people in the 
areas 
where the most need 


exists. 


The Hope office has always 


served the four counties, but 
prior to this, most of the ser« 
vice outside Hempstead county 
has been in the form of pro* 
cessing unemployment insurance 
claims, Jones pointed out, 


"Under the new program, 


which we call 'rural manpower 
services', we plan to take our 
full services into the counties, 
particularly the rural areas, to 
reach those people who most 
need job assistance and give 
employers more adequate place- 
ment services," he said. 


Teams of job Interviewers and 


counselors will visit all towns 
in the four counties on a con- 
tinuing basis. Services to be 
provided job seekers will in- 
clude occupational counseling, 
job developement and place- 
ment, and in some cases voca- 
tional training to meet indivi- 
dual needs. 


"We will be aiming our acti- 


vities at serving the disadvan- 
taged residents who need these 
services the most," Jones said. 
"We feel these people will great- 
ly benefit from this effort." 


Jones pointed out the area is 


experiencing a very short sup- 
ply of qualified workers. At the 
same time, he said there are 
fairly large numbers of unem- 
ployed persons who need work 
and could be trained to meet 
employers' requirements. 


As the expanded operations 


gain momentum, ESD interview- 
ers will be contactingemployers 
in the four counties to solicit 
job openings and offer other as- 
sistance. 


Several Employers have al- 


ready expressed interest. In 
some cases, on-job training 
costs. Other occupational train- 
ing will be offered in the voca- 
tional schools. 


The expanded ESD operations 


will also have indirect benefits 
to the area. Part of the overall 
plans call for comprehensive la- 
bor surveys to be conducted in 
the four counties. 


These surveys will record the 


skill levels and other character- 
istics of the available labor 
force. Such information is par- 
ticularly useful in attractingnew 
industry or enabling existing in- 
dustry to expnd. 


The first survey will be con- 


ducted in Hempstead county in 
September. 


Several other agencies are co- 


operating in the ESD's expand- 
ing operations, including the 
Community Action agency and 
Technical Action Panels in the 
four counties.

30 days or 


remove the boats. 


Robinson did neither. 
The Town Council, including 


Brown, then voted unanimously 
to go to court for an injunction 
to close the boat lot. As presi- 
dent of the two-man corporation 
owning the land, Brown was 
named defendant. 


As police chief it seemed up to 


him to serve himself with the 
court papers. And then,

judge . . . 


At this point Brown called a 


halt in the train of events. 


He turned the whole problem 


over to the Palm Beach Circuit 
Court.

Ruling in the wife's favor, the 


court said: 


"When a man marries and 


founds a new family, he assumes 
new duties. When these conflict 
with his former ties, they must be 
held paramount. The very exist* 
e nee of the family depends on this 
principle. Whatever his filial obli- 
gations may be, a man may not 
bring his mother to preside in his 
new home. That place belongs to 
the wife." 


Nevertheless, the law does'not 


insist on total estrangement of a 
husband from his parents. 


In another case, a man brought 


his ailing, elderly mother into his 
home—partly for the sake of senti- 
ment, partly for the sake of econ- 
omy. However, it was his wife, not 
his mother, who had full charge 
of managing the household.

cape detection at the Mexican 
border, 


The main concern, the PAA 


said in a notice of proposed 
rules in the Federal Register, is 
that illegal air traffic involving 
narcotics can create flight haz- 
ards, 


Low altitude radar and pur- 


suit aircraft currently are used 
against violators, the FAA said, 
concluding that "any pilot com- 
mitted to escaping these devices 
may be expected to engage In 
extremely 
dangerous 
flight 


techniques." 


In order to escape detection at 


the border narcotics smugglers 
operate from unprepared land- 
ing areas and in weather condi- 
tions beyond their flying capa- 
bilities, the FAA said. 


Under the proposed regula- 


tions all pilots flying civil air- 
craft between Mexico and the 
United States would have to file 
flight plans and radio position 
reports. Pilots lacking a two- 
way radio would have to land at 
the nearest designated airport 
of entry and file an arrival no- 
tice. 


Currently, there are no flight 


plan or radio position reporting 
requirements. 


The new rule would provide 


identification for the aircraft 
and pilot, name the takeoff and 
destination airports, routes and 
altitudes to be flown and give 
departure and arrival times. 


The FM could suspend or re- 


voke the pilot certificate of any 
violator. Or it could suspend the 
operating certificate of the own- 
er or lesser when the airplane Is 
owned or leased by an airline, 
commercial operator, air travel 
club or air taxi operator.

Thomas C. Middleton Jr. of Jef- 
ferson, S.C., called Monday for 
a congressional investigation of 
the

case. 
He 


charged 
that 
Middleton was 


being "sacrificed" for political 
reasons and implied that the 
Army was covering up for the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 


Lemberes, of Sparks, Nev., 


took command of the 5th Special 
Forces Group in June when 
Rheault, six other Green Beret 
officers, and a sergeant were 
arrested. They are being held in 
the Long Binh stockade, north 
of Saigon, while the Army de- 
cides whether to bring them to 
trial on charges of conspiring in 
the murder of an unidentified 
Vietnamese. 


The Vietnamese is believed to 


have been exposed as a double 
agent working for the Ameri- 
cans and the Communists. In- 
formed military sources said 
Monday his killing was an as- 
signed "military mission," and 
Middleton's civilian attorney, 
George W, Gregory of Cheraw, 
S.C., said "the CIA was very 
gravely involved." 


Lemberes said in an Interview 


that he could not understand the 
manner in which U.S. Army au- 
thorities had handled the case, 
although he conceded that "they 
have the facts and figures," and 
he does not.

Aldrin Jr, reported today they 
were dangerously low on fuel as 
they neared the moon and said 
quick action by ground control- 
lers enabled them to make a 
safe landing. 


"We were very concerned 


about running low on fuel," 
Armstrong told a news confer- 
ence, the first public report on 
the historic mission. 


"We had to change the land- 


ing point because of the crater 
and we were quite close to our 
legal limit on fuel," the com- 
mander reported. 


Armstrong said if he had been 


forced to hunt another 15 or 20 
seconds for a smooth landing 
point, the landing attempt would 
have been aborted. 


Armstrong and Aldrin de- 


scribed their final 50,000-foot de- 
scent to the moon on July 20— a 
hair-raising 12 minutes during 
which computer alarms flashed 
and they had to take manual 
control to avoid crashing in the 
rock-filled crater. 


"I think we pretty well under- 


stand what caused these pro- 
gram alarms," Aldrin said. "It 
was the fact that the computer 
was in a process of solving the 
landing problem and at the 
same time we had the rendez- 
vous radar in a powered up con- 
dition and this tended to add an 
additional burden to the corn-

Ism" concept of sharing state 
local and federal power, Nixon 
Sent to Congress a Manpower 
Training Act to streamline and 
make more flexible the welter 
of existing job training pro- 
grams. 


Secretary of Labor George P, 


Shultz, in a briefing, said that 
despite Job Corps cuts which 
angered Congress, Nixon is pro- 
posing to add 150, 000 Americans 
to job training rolls at an extra 
cost of $400 million a year. 


Most of the additional training 


would go to welfare recipients if 
both the manpower bill and Nix- 
on's welfare legislation are en- 
acted. The welfare bill requires 
most recipients to take job 
training. 


The manpower legislation also 


would boost job training funds 
10 per cent if the nation's unem- 
ployment rate rose to 4.5 per 
cent for three straight months. 
It is now 3.6 per cent. 


This, Shultz said, was to quell
